"SUCCESS OF MISSION 


In his address before the Luncheon 
Club, which was attended by 300 per- 
sons, Lord Reading, after referting to 
the success of his mission in Ameri- 
ca as due_to the generous good-will 
of the United States, expressed his 
thanks for that country’s tribute of 
high admiration for the efforts Great 
Britain had made in the war and the 
valor and heroism of her soldiers and 
sailors, which cotld only be describ- 
ed as “one of affection and love.” | 

When he first visited America, in 


1915, he said, he found the country 
neutral, but sympathetic. On his 
second visit he found America at 


war, and added: “Whenever the his- 
tory of the war comes to be written 
as to the ' part America has played; 
very high —will_rank the achievements 


of the administration and _ legisla- 
ture which passed the é¢elective 
draft.” : oe 

On his third visit he found that 


preparations were proceeding with 
redoubled energy. He declared that 
the events in the begitining of March 
had awakened America, and added:, 

“J shall never be able to give ¢x- 
pression to the sympathy shown.” 

When the demand for men was | 
made, tha: which seemed an impos- 
sible thing became a living thing al- 
most as soon as put forward. At the 
game time the British found ships, 
cost what it may, and whatever else 
might happen America would always 
be entitled to the gratitude of Great 
Britain and France, he said. - 

Lord Reading reminded his audi- 
ence of the change that had taken 
place in the situation at the front 
since America entered the war. No 
American would want him to say 
that America did it all, he said, but 
an American would want him to pay 
equal credit ‘to the French and the 
British, and the Italians. He was 

roud of their valor and heroism, as 
‘if they had all been his own soldiers, 
he declared. : 

He insisted that America was a 
nation of idealists, adding: “Too 
many in the past have been inclined 
to think Americans materialists, 
whereas Americans are ready to sac- 
rifice everything for an ideal, provid- 
ed the cause is noble and just.” 

He did not believe, he said, that 
there was any room for criticism of 
America because she had not enter- 
ed the war sooner, for the head of 
the-nation did not feel that the time 
was ripe or was not ready to take 
the. responsibility ‘until the nation 
had.made up. its mind. _-Now that 
America is in the war, hé declared, 
one or, the other of the world ideas 
must survive.

bassador, was- the all-abiding faith 
in democracy, the unalterable opposi- 
tion to autocracy, the existence of 
which, Americans hold, means war. 
~“No democracy ever sets out to 
plot for war,’ he said, “True to the 
American spirit, once they have en- 
tered upon a path there will never 
be any turning back.” 

If there was a message he would 
bring to. Britain from America it 
would be: “America is with you to 
the end, the only end possible—that 
is, until victory has been attained.” 


Jews Are Robbed 
And Then Expelled 


Government Rounding Them Up in 
Hungary and Deporting

Jews for some time past have been 
rounded up by orders of the govern- 
ment in various parts of Hungary, 
according to a Budapest report: to 
the Jewish Correspondence Bureau. 
Streets were barricaded and Jews are 
dragged to prison, These measures, 
especially, were directed against the 
Jews in Galicia from whom large 
sums of money were taken by the 
police as a special tax ~after which 

ey were escorted to the frontier, 

In a recent debate in the Hun- 
garian parliament, Premier Wekerle 
attempted to justify the measures 
by declaring that he had given ord- 
ers for the imposition of a special 
tax on Galician Jews and their ex- 
pulsion from the country because 
they were undesirable foreigners. 


Well Fortified Capital of Finland 

Helsingfors, the capital of Finland, 
is one of the most interesting towns 
of Europe. Water seems to surround 
it on every side. It dates back to 
1550, when it was founded by the 
Swedish king, Gustavus Vasa, and 
the liberties of the town were im- 
mediately conferred upon the little 
hamlet as a special favor. From the 
water side it is protected by the 
great fortress of Sveaborg, which is 
called the “Gibraltar of the Baltic, 
and of which one occasionally reads 
in the news despatches. The high- 
est point in Helsingfors is crowned 
by a great and imposing Lutheran} 
pF, and the majority of the 
Finns are adherents of this faith.

The British at Baku 


To! Prevent the Huns From Using 
Oil. Wells 7 ea 


One of the surprises of the sum- 
mer was the arrival at Baku, on the 
shore of the Caspian Sea, of a small 
British force, but in quality excellent, 
for had it been otherwise it could not 
have-performed “its feat, whith pos- 
sibly equals the up-country march of 
the Greek Ten Thousand in th 
of Xenophon, : 

Bagdad in Mesopotamia, was the 
expedition’s starting point, and in a 
straight linc, Baku, the objective was 
600 miles distant—that~is, as far as 
Quebec city is from Sudbury, Ont. 
Between the two points. is a great 
variety of country, —a-—-considerable 
part being mountainous with roads 
not much better than bridle paths. 
Wild tribesmen were encountered, 
and it seems some of them ‘tried to 
block the way. They didnot suc- 
ceed and the expedition is at Baku. 

Baku is a district of the Eastern 
Caucasus, fronting on the Caspian 
Sea. It has an area of fifteen thous- 
and square miles, being about three- 
fourths the area of our province of 
Nova Scotia. It is an agricultural 
country, but its importance now is 
due to its rich oil fields, said to be 
the best in'the world. ‘They are near 
the town. of Baku on the coast. 
Nearly two thousand oil wells were 
in operation before the war, produc- 
ing about seven million tons of oil a 
year. 

Across the Caucasus, about due 
west on the Black Sea is the port of 
Batum, six hundred-miles from Baku, 
but the places are connected by rail- 
way, also by an oil: pipe line. “From 
Batum in time of peace, the oil was 
shipped to all the ports of Jeurope. 

The British are in Baku to prevent 
the oil falling into the hands of Ger- 
many. If the force is too small to 
permanently hold the district, it can 
dismantle the wells before retiring 
and so prevent Hun submarines be- 
ing fed on Baku oil. 

This district once belonged to 
Persia, but it was wrested from the 
Persians by the Russians in 1806,

Contradicts Popular Belief 


_ 


Opened Can Foods Not 
After All? 


The popular belief that canned 
foods will spoil and even be danger- 
éus if left in the tin after opening 
has been made the subject of a tech- 
nical investigation, the results of 
which are reported in the American 
Food Journal. 


Canned milk is usuaily kept in the 
tin until used up, sometimes for days, 
and shows no deterioration, and the 
result of laboratory tests demonstrat- 
ed that a tin can differs little from a 
tin dish for keeping such foods, 
a6 far as wholesomeness is concern- 
ed. - 

Cans of “tomatoes;~-corn, —string 
beans, sauerkraut, apples, pineapple, 
and pumpkin were opened and allow- 
ed to stand from one to three days 
when the contents were examine 
chemically for increased acidity: and 
the presence of tin and iron, as well 
as taste and odor. ‘The increase in 
acidity was very slight in most cases, 
and the amounts of tin and iron in- 
finitesimal, while taste and odor were 
in most cases normal, 


The investigator concludes that on 
general principles keeping canned 
foods in open tins is not good house- 
keeping, because the can with its 
jagged edge is not an attractive dish, 
and food emptied into another dish 
can be kept to better advantage in 
cupboard and refrigerator, So far as 
wholesomeness is concerned, how- 
ever, keeping such food in the cans 
in which they are originally packed, 
after opening is not harmful in any 
way, he concludes, 

But it is far wiser never to leave 
foods in open metal containers, nor 
indeed to allow cooked foods to re- 
main exposed to the germ-laden air 
under any consideration,

Farmerettes Take Ag. Course at Olbs. oe 


In view cf the fact that so muny young men shave been called 
to the colors. there is a growing tendency among farmers 
daughters and others to take up the prefesson of agriculture. 
Last year some thirty or forty of these young farmerettes 
attended the Guelph Agriculture College in Ontario. In Alberta- 
too-there is the same tendency among patriotic women to step 
into the position niade vacant by reason of the fact that br8thers 
_have gone to the front. For the past two years young ladies 
have been taking the straight Agricultural Course at the Pro- 
vincial School of Agriculture, Olds, Alberta, In most instances 
tne heavier work such as blacksmithing etc., has not been taken 
by the young ladies. In one case, boweter, a young lady, Miss 
Erma Poedler, (Now Mrs. Nelson, Cluny) took the complete 
course. Under ordinary circumstances it is not necessary for 
young ladies to take the heavier class of work, but there is no 
reason whatever, why young ladies who have to live on the 
farm should not be as interested in the stock and in fact evory 
phase of the farm work, as arethe men. The veterinary course 
appeals to many young girls who have a liking for stock, and 
in mavy instances the girl makes a far er nurse in the 
case of sick animals on the farm thandoesaman. Many farm- 
ers daughters have a decided liking for the live stock, and in 
fact for all out door work on the farm, A course at a provin- 
cial School of Agriculture isthe very thing that many. young 
ladies are looking forward to, and it is gratifying to know that 
aconsiderable number are applying for agricultural work 
during the coming winter. 

The Military Service Act has taken a great’ many of young 


men who otherwise might have attended the. Olds Agricultural 


School, during the coming winter, but it is surprising how 
many boys of sixteen, seventeen and eighteen are applying 
for admission this fall. Already thirty applications for admission 
have been received by the School of Agriculture at Olds, and 
we presume an equal number have applied at Vermilion and 
Claresholm, Last fall students were turned away from the 
Olds School because the utmost capacity of the school had been 
reached, Present indications are that there will be from 75 to 
100 students enroll in the Agricultural and Household Science 
classes during the coming winter. 

A subject that is given special attention in the Household 
Science work, is the course in Home Nursing, which is given 
by a trained nurse. All farmers and their wives who live a 
considerable distance from a doctor, know just how important 
that work is for the young girls who live on the farms. In 
addition of course there is the cooking. sewing, household 
administration, English, Mathematics, Science ete:, that is 
given to make a well rounded out course for the girls, 

Many have written in asking if the tuition fees have been 
increased to keep pace with the high cost of everything else. 
To these we would say that there are no tuition fees whatever 
the school course is entirely free. Books and note books will 
cost from $4.00 to $7.00 for the whole winter. In addition a 
caution fee of $5.00 is asked to cover any breakage. 

’ The students of course pay for their room and board which 
is from $6.50 to $7.50 per week depending somewhat on the 
accomodation provided. : 

To the young people who are taking tbe place on the farms 
made vacant by an olde? brother who bas gone to the front, 
we need only say that the younger the shoulders that assume 
the responsibilities of our western agriculture the better and 
more thorough ought to be the training.
